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FLY TRAP ORDINANCE 


GOES IN EFFECT SOON 


Another ordinance goes into effect 
tomorrow morning, and City Health 
Commissioner Blake declares that it 
will be rigidly enforced. It relates 


to fly traps being provided for use in 
certin business houses of the city. 
In order that the public can get 
acquainted with the new law its 
principal provisions are printed be- 
low: : 
“Every owner, manager or other 
person in charge or control of any 
store, market, restaurant, bakery, 
delicatessen, ice cream parlor, or 
other place where food or foodstuffs 
for human consumption are sold, 
served or dispensed, and every owner, 
manager or other person in charge 
or control of any public stable, shall 
continuously keep and maintain in 
such place of business one or more 
fly traps properly baited and in con-

dition for the catching of files there- 
in. 

Each of such fly traps shall be of 
such size that the space therein shall 
not be less than 500 cubic inches. It 
shall be the duty of the commission- 
er of health of the city of Richmond 


‘and his assistants to inspect such fly 


traps from time to time and to see 
that the same are kept and main- 
tained in operation in accordance 
with the reqnirements of this ordi- 


UNIONS OF THIS

LONDON, May 5.—The trade 
union movement is growing faster in 
the United States than in any other 
country in the world, according to 
the annual report of the International 
Trade Union Federation. There was 
a@ gain in the aggregate membership 
of American trades unions last year 
of 279,377—-more than half of the 
entire world’s increase—as against 


217,526 in Germany, second on the 
list, and 39,858 in Belgium, third. 
Although some of the European 
countries show a falling off, owing 
to the disastrous effects of the Bal- 
kan war, the total gain in the nine- 
teen nations represented in the fed- 
eration is stated to have been 493,- 
466, the entire membership being 
7,894,461.
